The latest 4idyiMS state i)iat /Fort Moul- 
trie and Castle Pinckney w«re in posseaiiion 
of the South C ar.aiiri.'i State troop.**, under 
iimlructions from tho (/overiior to hold |iua-.'u- 
ablo |)o,sse,isioti for tho protection of (iov- 
erninent property. The two forts were held 
by about twelve U. S, troops, who proLaijly 
surreniicrcil without resisting.

The act of Major Anilorton' U ganuriklly 
k commondod by tho Union.men at Wasliiii;,'- 
IW), and all over theoounlry, foi ihiri, urvioiii,' 
othc; riia.ioiM, that Fort .Moulltio u ai coni- 
parnlivoly weak, and might bn taken by n 
mub. Fort isunitur is impregnable, and ouuH 
bo reduRoii only by siege, thus avoiding; an 
imniodinto conriiot.

Soulh Carolina resisted the forced lo.iii ; 
tho 8500,000, previously ordereil, havinj; 
been appcrtioned among tho wealthy men 
of the Slate.under the penalty of their being 
considered disalTected, 

Postma.sler Cieneral Holt has sent orders 
to tho Postmaster at Charleston to remit thu 
balanee due froni his office; and if not com- 
plied with, the demand of the Fecjeral Gov- 
ernment will be enfarced; He will also 
order the stoppage of the mails if interfered 
with. 

Major Anderson had discharged his car- 
penter.s, becaused they refused to bear arms 
against South Carolina. 

The citizens of Wilmirgion, Del., iircd a 
salute of l.'Ja guns in honor of Anderson and 
his gallant bancl. 

The South Carolina Convention, on the 
27th, passed an ordi iiaiKu-, aim-nding ilio 
Constitution, to allow the Governor to receive 
foreign ambassadors, consuls, etc., and inako 
treaties with foreign, powers ; also, creating 
an E.vecutivo Conncil to act in conjunction 
wilh tho Governor. 

Tho Governor of Kentucky has called an 
extra ?cssion of tho Logislatute for the 17ih 
of January. 

A meeting at I'itisburi,', nn llio 281h, 
adopted strong Union resulntions, ilt;|)roca- 
tingany iiilerffronce with ihe sliiprnent of 
arms under Government orders, however in 
opposition or impolitic the order, nnd asking 
the President lo purge the Cabinet of every 
man known to have given oid or eoinlorl lo 
tho revolt of any Slate. The guns not ship- 
ped from Pittsburg will be taken from some 
other point, as the Gulf Coast is entirely un- 
protected.
